REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 44-60 are currently pending in this application. The Examiner 
rejected claims 44, 46, 49-53, 55, and 58-60 under 35 U.S.C. §103. The Examiner 
indicated that claims 45, 47-48, 54, and 56-57 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowability of 
claims 45, 47-48, 54, and 56-57 and have amended claim 44 to include the subject 
matter of allowable dependent claim 45 in accordance with the Examiner's 
suggestion. Similarly, claim 53 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter 
of allowable dependent claim 54. Claims 45 and 54 are canceled in the present 
reply. 

The Applicants have also added new claims 61-73. Independent claim 61 is a 
method claim similar to claim 44, but with the incorporation of the subject matter of 
allowable dependent claim 47. Independent claim 68 is a station claim similar to 
claim 53, but with the incorporation of the subject matter of allowable dependent 
claim 56. All amendments and new claims 61-73 are fully supported by the 
specification and/or drawings and the Applicants submit that no new matter is 
being introduced.
